THIS  MAY  sound  weird  to 
most  students,  but  to  several 
persons  on  campus  it  is  a fam- 
iliar sound.  These  are  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Amateur  Radio  Club, 
a group  which  performs  a un- 
ique service  on  campus. 

The  primary  objective  of  the 
club  is  to  provide  students 
with  a free  communications  sys- 
tem to  about  any  {joint  in  the 
world  through  radiograms.  To 
get  this  service  all  you  have  to 
do  is  ask  a club  member  to  take 
the  message. 

RADIOGRAMS  Will  be  taken 
by  telephone  or  in  person.  How- 
ever, the  preferred  method  is  to 
print  or  typewrite  the  message 
including  the  full  .name,  address, 
and  telephone  number  of  the 
recipient  and  similar  informa- 


tion about  yourself,  including 
your  student  number.  Then  slip 
the  message  under  the  door  of 
the  ham  shack  or  in  the  Ama- 
teur Radio  Club  box  in  the  IOC 
room  in  the  basement  of  the 
Student  Service  Center. 

The  ham  shack  is  located  in 
the  barracks  behind  the  Fletch- 
er Engineering  Labs.  Just  look 
for  a pole  with  a transmitting 
antenna  on  it  and  follow  the 
cables  down — that’s  the  place.  ..

“Somehow  they  have  inculcat- 
ed these  students  with  a zest  for 
learning.  At  least  8,000  of  them 
voluntarily  attend  a weekly  as- 
sembly period.  No  attendance  is 
taken. 

“THEY  COULD  just  as  well 
sit  under  an  apple  tree.  Instead 
they  pour  into  a vast  fieldhouse, 
sit  on  hard  bleachers  and  boo  or 
applaud. 

“The  faculty  is  as  large  as  the 
studentbody  in  many  colleges.

Justifies  Senate  ‘heat’ 


I,  too,  was  at  the  controver- 
sial ASBYU  Senate  meeting  on 
Oct.  23.  For  the  critics,  and  any 
other  interested  students  on 
campus,  I wish  to  clarify,  and  if 
needs,  defend  the  procedure  of 
both  the  railroaders  and  the 
switchmen. 

POLITICS  IS  often  and  aptly 
termed  verbal  warfare.  On  the 
international  front,  it’s  only 
when  politics  fail  that  men  are 
forced  to  settle  their  disputes  on 
the  battlefield.  Politics  are  there- 
fore often  heated  and  very  con- 
troversial. This  is  as  true  of  the 
U.S.  Congress  as  it  is  at  the 
BYU. 

I hear  they  even  open  U.S. 
Senate  sessions  with  prayer. 

Monday  night  the  controver- 
sy was  heated.  The  senators 
were  debating  new  Senate  rules 
which  should  prove  to  be  very 
effective  and  could  possibly 
shift  the  balance  of  power  in 
the  Senate.  The  debate  was 
sometimes  zealous,  but  due  to 
the  strength  of  both  forces,  the 
enthusiasm  was  certainly  justi- 
fied. 

THE  CHAIRMAN  and  the 
leader  of  the  railroaders — or 
should  we  say  the  firemen  and 
the  engineers — were  merely  rep- 
resenting their  views.  They 
were  using  the  only  weapons  av- 
ailable to  them  on  the  political 
battlefield,  parliamentary  pro- 
cedure. They  were  using  the 
rule;s  of  their  war  to  manipu- 
late and  position  their  oppon- 
ents for  a political  advantage. 

I noticed  that  even  some  of 
the  non-railroaders  used  some 
skillful  maneuvering  to  their  ad- 
vantage in  the  course  of  the  de- 
bate. 

ON  ONE  ISSUE  I agree  with 
the  critics  of  the  Senate  sess- 
ion. I feel  that  students  should 
avail  themselves  of  the  oppor- 
tunity to  watch  a Senate  in  ac- 
tion here  on  the  BYU  campus. 

I hope,  however,  that  they  will 
not  be  disappointed  if  the  en- 
gineers, firemen,  switchmen  and 
just  common  railroaders  are  not 
observed  on  the  Senate  floor. 

The  Senate  will  meet  in  one 
of  its  regular  sessions  on  Mon- 
day. Everyone  is  invited  to  at- 
tend and  watch  student  govern- 
ment in  action.

In  reference  to  the  “obviously 
unconstitutional  rules,”  I ask, 
“who  has  the  authority  to  de- 
termine the  constiutionality  of  a 
legislative  act,  besides  the 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court? 

IN  FACT,  since  the  Senate 
was  in  a special  committee  to 
discuss  the  proposed  rules,  there 
was  no  act  at  all. 

The  statement  that  "the  last 
three  articles  were  passed  in 
mass”  is  incorrect  because  the 
Senate  did  not  pass  any  legisla- 
tion that  evening. 

In  reference  to  the  “definite 
partiality  on  the  part  of  the 
chairman,  “as  leader  of  the  rail- 
roading movement  stepped  down 
to  the  chairman  and  whispered 
a method  to  circumvent  parlia- 
mentary procedure,”  I will  say 
that  I only  indicated  to  him  a 
desire  to  adjourn  the  meeting 
and  end  the  controversy. 

WITHOUT  forgetting  minor- 
ity rights,  I ask:  Can  an  84  per 
cent  majority  action  be  consid- 
ered railroading? 

The  challenge  to  come  and  see 
“what  some  elected  officers  are 
making  of  our  govrnment”  is 
supported  by  me.  Criticism  is  al- 
so welcome  and  is  the  basis  for 
many  improvements  in  govern- 
ment as  well  as  in  personal  lives.

Utah  State  is  keeping  football 
scoreboard  attendants  hopping. 
The  Aggies  have  counted  274 
points  in  seven  games,  a 39.1 
scoring  average. 

THE  TOTAL  point  production 
is  a new  Aggie  season  scoring 
standard.  And  there  are  three 
scheduled  games  left  to  play. 
Brigham  Young  University  is 
the  Aggies’  opponent  this  week 
in  Provo. 

One  reason  the  Aggies  have 
erased  the  1960  scoring  record 
of  261  points  is  halfback  Tom 
Larscheid.  The  173-pound  senior 
has  56  points  for  1961  action. 
But  he’s  not  a one-man  scoring 
show.  Fourteen  backs  have 
schored  touchdowns  this  season. 
Every  member  but  one  in  the 
Utah  State  backfield  has  posted 
a six-point  run. 

AND  THEN  there  is  271- 
pound  tackle  Clyde  Brook  who 
has  one  touchdown  and  a two- 
point  conversion  run  to  his 
credit. 

Quarterback  Jim  Turner  has 
posted  only  one  score  by  run, 
but  his  is  second  in  Aggie  scor- 
ing totals  with  29  points.  The 
junior  back  has  converted  23  of 
28  point-after-touchdown  kicks, 
including  seven  straight  against 
Colorado  State  University  for 
an  Aggie  school  record. 

LARSCHEID  TALLIED  three 
runs  against  Idaho  last  week  to 
mount  his  career  record  to  34 
touchdown  runs  and  206  points 
in  three  seasons  at  Utah  State. 
Both  are  now  career  marks 
breaking  standards  set  by  Aggie 
halfback  Jack  Hill  (1952-55-56). 

Larscheid  needs  30  yards  in 
•three  remaining  games  to  break 
another  Aggie  career  record  for 
rushing  yardage  held  by  half- 
back Jay  Van  Noy  who  rushed 
for  1,923  yards  in  1946-49.
